GEORGE AUGUSTUS SALA. 


He Died in Poverty, Though Enjoying 
a Pension of $5,000 a Year. 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—George Augustus Sala, 
journalist and man of letters, is dead. He 


was born in London in 1827. His father was 
a Portuguese, and his mother a native of 
the West Indies, and a singer of consider 
able renown. Little is known of his early 
life; he burst upon the literary world quite 
suddenly as a «contributor to Dickens 
Household Words and Thackeray's Corn- 
hill Gazette. On Dec. 1, 1860, he founded 
Temple Bar Magazine, which he edited dur- 
ing the remainder of his life. The titles 
of the sketches by which he is best known 
number among them “Ye Field of Ye Cloth 
of Gold.” “How I Tamed Mrs. Cruiser, 
“The Badinage Peerage,”’ “Lady Chester- 
field’s Letters to Her Daughter,’ Break- 
fast in Bed” and The Key of the Street.” 
Sala came to this country in 1868 as war 
correspondent of the London Telegraph, 
with which journal he was many years 
connected. He also served as correspond- 
ent in Russia, and during the Franco- 
Prussian war was with the army which 
urrendered at Metz. The last years of his 
Me were embittered by pecuniary reverses, 
and though he enjoyed a pension of $5,000 
a year from the Telegraph, he could not 
live on it, and went through bankruptcy.

CUBA’S FREEDOM. . 


What a Syndicate of American Capi- 
talists Propose. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—In behalf of Cuban 
independence a syndicate of American cap- 
italists has been formed and makes this pro- 

osal to the President of the Provisional 

epublic: 

We are prepared to make the following 
offer, contingent on the recognition of Cu- 
ban belligerency by the Government of the 
United States: First, on the day following 
recognition of belligerency we will extend 
to the Cuban Republic a loan of $15,000,000 
in gold; the money to be furnished in install- 
ments of $5,000,000 each, payable every 90 
days. until the sum of $15,000,000 has heen 
forthcoming. In exchange for this accommo- 
dation we will 8 $45,000,000 in Cuban 
bonds, the same to be canceled from cus- 
toms receipts immediately on the recogni- 
tion dy Spain of the Cuban Republic or a 
declaration of peace. A further condition is 
that the first payment of $5,000,000 be ex- 
pended in the purchase of at least two first- 
class cruisers or fighting ships, thoroughly 
equipped with modern armament; that these 
vessels shall immediately proceed to capture 
and hold in conjunction wit a forces, 
some Cuban port to be herea Wer agreed on 
and that they, with the assistance of other 
men-of-war, ade purchase later may be

deemed advisablef shall prey on Spanish 
commerce and agsume an aggressive policy 
which will bring this war to an early end. 
“Becondly, that the succeeding install- 
ments of $5,000,000 each shall be expended in 
the purchase of munitions of war in such 
quantities that there will be neither neces- 
sity nor excuse for pursuing the present 
methods of guerrilla warfare, and that the 
struggle with Spain be ended inside of one 
year. Further than the above stipulations 
itis not our purpose to attempt in any way 
to interfere with the plans of the Cuban Re- 
public or Gen. Gomez's manner of conduct- 
ing the campaign. An earnest desire to bring 
the present war of ruin and destruction to 
a speedy close, in order that Cuba may be- 
gin a period of permanent ace and pros- 
perity, is the sole motive which actuates the 
parties making the above proposition.”
